According to in appeal for aid-sent 
out secretly from Moscow, a hundréd 
thousand educated Russian’ citizens 
are rotting alive in the concentration 
camps of Russia. The greater num- 
ber are women and children, and their 
life is described as continual torture 
and suffering. . They are not accused 
of any crime. They are kept as host- 
ages till the end of the civil war. 

There is reason to believe that the 
statement is not exaggerated... A 
Canadian oflic cr, who had seen a good 
deal of life in Russia in- recent times, 
said recently that conditions are.ap- 
palling. The condition of the edu- 
cated classcs is especially deplorable. 
Even when they are not deliberately 
tortured, they are the victims of Bol- 
shevist tyranny. The most humiliat- 
ing tasks are reserved for women of 
the greatest refinement. Even apart 
from the necessity of securing food, 
life is made intolerable for sensitive 
people. And there is a good deal of 
deliberate torture. This Canadian in- 
formant spoke of one case that had 
come under his own notice. A young 
girl, the daughter of an old Russian 
officer, was fastened to a table by a 
nail driven through her tongue. Pen- 
cil and papef were given her that she 
might reveal the hiding place of her 
father, To further encourage her she 
was flogged. When our 
last saw her she was in a most piti- 
‘able condition, without a ‘tongue, and 
unable to eat or speak.

Usially a broken jaw-is. very ‘diffi- 
cult to hold in place until it unites. 

Where the-pieces are not properly 
held, there will be a ‘fibrous union.| 
The fibrous union is a sort of a car-. 
tilage or gristle that grows across the 
broken spot and makes an’ extra joint. 
This condition, of course, cripples the 
jaw ‘so that mastication is almost. im- 
possible. _

Canadian Demand 
For German Goods 


Manufacturers and Workers Should 
Realize Keen Nature of European 
Competition. 

Indications of the rapid growth of 
imports from Germdny and the de- 
mand in Canada fot products of Ger- 
man manufacture are supplied by the 
firm-of A. R. MacMullen Co., Toron- 
to, who are brokers for such goods, 
and who maintain an office in Ham- 
burg, The Gerrnan official trade re- 
ports indicate that there are many, 
cargoes of:goods en route d ‘that 
Canadian importers. and German ex- 
portéfs are taking advantage of, the 
delay in enforcing the customs regu- 
lations of the reparations committee 


‘to get large shipments moved. Glass 


goods and aluminum, uténsils are not- 
ed, also carthenware*and ¢mall goods 
such as hooks and eyes and necdles 
and pins, 

The following translation of a clip- 
ping from a Berlin paper indicates 
the ‘Germin impression of the Cana- 
dian demand:— 


“According to a cable the Canadian | 


Burean of International Trade, Can- 
ada is ‘hungry’ for German maufac- 
tures, ° Metal goods, toys and har- 
monicas,.and- glassware are“in parti- 
cular demand. _ Canadian firms seem 
to have the intention of making use 
of purchasing agents in Germany to 
secure the goods demanded by their 
trade. Many Canadian firms are try- 
ing to secure agency arrangements 
with important German firms partl- 
cularly the lines of godds in which 
German manfifacturers have been 
dominant in the past. A number. of 
new lines actually offered on the Ger- 
man market are being accepted.” 


Increasing Interest: 


In Western Canada| Toren 


Public Asking About Land Settle- 
ments in Prairie Provinces. 


_An increased demand by the public 
for information regarding land set- 
tlement is reported by the Depart- 
ment of the Interior at Ottawa, This 
increased intérest is attributed partly 
to.the fact that Crown lands in West- 
ern Canada within fifteen miles of a 
railway, which heretofore have been 
reserved for returned men, became 
available for civilian entry on the Ist 
of May. ‘> ‘ 

Besides Crown’ lands “that may ‘be 
available, it is estimated that there 
are about 200,000 quarter-sections of 
privately owned lands lying idle In 
the prairie provinces, most of them 
within easy reach of railways. The 
same condition applies, though in a 
lesser degree, to the older provinces 
of Canada,
